The School Board submits the following report for the year 
ending Aug. 1, 1896 ; and in harmony with instructions received 
from Supt. of Schools, Fred Gowing, have appended a report 
and summary of the schools of the town for the first six months 
of the year ending Aug. 1, 1897, making the report complete 
to date. 

Inasmuch as the work of education is of first importance, not 
only to the pupils but also to the State and Nation, and whereas 
this work has been hampered in this town by lack of funds, so 
that it has fallen behind that of the great majority of towns in 
our own State, your committee advise and urge the voters to 
duly consider the situation, and make a sufficient appropriation 
to place onr schools on a level with others, by making three 
terms of ten weeks each possible in the future.
